The desperate plight of Ireland’s 
women and children will he brought 
to the personal attention of every 
mail and woman in northern Cali¬ 
fornia during an intensive thfcee-day 
drive for funds to be forwarded to the 
Quaker relief workers now in Ireland, 
according to a decision of the cam¬ 
paign committee which has under¬ 
taken to raise $150,000 as northern 
California's shun* of tin* national fund 
of $10,400,000. 

The non-political, non-sectarian 
nature of the drive was emphasized in 
acceptance of the post of northern 
California campaign director by Harry 
It. Bogart, former manager of the As¬ 
sociated Charities, and Red Cross 
campaign manager. 

"This drive is purely for funds to 
1 aid destitute women and children,” 
declared Bogart. “We are assured 
that every single dollar raised is to 
be spent for direct relief. The com¬
